New York, Aprli I*.— OW Otte 
hundred bodies of the Titanic dead 
were seen floating on the water by 
the ateamahip Bremen, which ar- 
rived hero to-day from Bromen. 
The Oerataa liner oa April to 
passed over the piece whera the Ti- 
tanic went down. 

From the brldKe olflcers of the 
ship saw over a hundred bodies 
floatiuK in the sea, a boat upside 
down, together with n number of 
small pieces ^ot wood, steamer 
ehaira and other wreokaga. Aa the 
cable ahip Mackay-Bennett waa In 
sight, and having word that her 
iiiission was to look for bodies, no 
alti'inpt was made by the liremen's 
I'rew to liu'k U|i the corpses. 

In the vicinity was seen an Ice- 
berg which answered the descrip- 
tion of the one the Titanic struck, 
smaller bergs were sighted tha 
same day, but at some distance fur- 
ther from where the Titanic sa'nk. 

The oftlcers of the Ilremen did 
not care to talk aliout tlie tragic 
spectacle, hut amoiiu- tlie passen- 
geva several were found who gave 
accbiihta"' of Ifie dismal "panoranra 
■hrough which their ahip ateamed. 

Mrs. Johanna Btunke, a flrst- 
"in-'s passenger, described the scene 
rioni the liner's rail. 

"It was between 4 and o'clock 
.■^atur<lay." she said, "when our ship 
• i'.:hted off the bow to the Starboard 
an iceberg. As we drew nearer and 
could make out email dots flo^ng 
around la the sea. a feeling of awe 
and sadness crept over everyone on 
the ship. 

"We passed within a hundred 
feet of the soutlii'rmost drift of the 
wreckage and look inn down over 
the rail we distinctly saw a num- 
ber of bodies so clearly that we 
coBid make out what thay waro 
wearing and whether thay wan 
men or women. 

"We saw one woinan In her 
nightdress with a baby clasped 
closely to her breast. .Several wo- 
men passengers screamed and left 
the rail In a falatlac condition. 
Then was another woman, fully 
dreased, with hen arma tight aroaad 
the body of a shaggy 4og. 

"The bodies of three men In a 
trroup, all cliiiniiiK to one steamer 
(hair, floated nearby, and Just be- 
yond them were a dozen bodies of 
•nen. all in Ufa preservers, clinging 
'ogether aa thoagh In a last desper- 
ate atruggle tor life. We oouldn't 
ree, but imagined that under them 
was some bit of wreckage to which 
they all clung when the ahip went 



down 'and which didn't have buoy- ' 
anoy enough to aupport ^hem. 

"Those were the only bodies we 
passed nesr enough to dlstingaish, 
iiut we couia see the white life pre- 
servers of many more dotfThg the 
sea all the way to the iceberg. The 
Ofllcers told us that was probably 
the berg hit by the Titanic, and 
that the bodlea and ice had drifted 
along together." 

Mrs. Stunke said a aumher of 
the passengers demanded -that tha 
Bremen stop and pick up the bo4» 
les, but the officers assured them 
they had Just received a wlrelees 
message saying the cable ship Mao- 
kayrBennett waa only two honn 
away from the spot and was com- 
ing for that express ' parpooe. «

Capt. Stone says many of the ap- 
plicants have evidently failed to 
read the pension law, tor th(>y have 
failed to comply with a very nec- 
essary clause in the law. The law 
provides that when an ex-soldler or 
widow makea out tha applleatlOB 
for a panaion, tha application miut 
be Sled with tbe County Judge, and 
must lie over till the next ragular 
term of County Court to give tha 
County Jud>;e and County Attorney 
time to investigate as to the time 
the applicant has resided In tha 
county and hla financial condltioa. 
A number of applloaats have aeat 
their appUeatloaa to Capt Staae 
without complying with this plain 
requirement and the apiillcatlons 
have been sent back, as they are 
worthless without the Indorsement 
of the County Judge, showing that 
the law has been complied with. 

Gov. McCreary thinkg the paa- 
slon list will eoat tha State aot ovar 
$60,000 a year to start with aad 
will gradually grow leaa.

N«x,t to fog. Icebern regard- 
ed aa the oource of Kravpst peril to 
Teisels navigating the North Atlan- 
tic. Al l ordiii;; to all accounts 
brouKlil by liu'oniliix ocoan steam- 
ers, this menaco liaH l)oen greater 
during the last few weeka than in 
ftBjr recent yeara. The pretence of 
• great number of icebergs In the 
lane of transatlantic traffic luat 
now (loi's not, however, necessarily 
Indlcat'i' any c^ni raordliiary condi- 
tions In t'lp arctli' during the past 
winter. According to the most re- 
liable estimate of sclentiats, it re- 
quirea as a rule from three to four 
years for an Iceberg to drift across 
the polar baain and reach that re- 
gion of the Atlantic in which disaa- 
ter overtook the white Star glMt- 
•sa on her maiden voyage. 

The greatest preoautions are ta- 
-..k$!B J>.nL,j>o*r4 the^big ocean linera to 
gviinl'agafnst'' eolllsldB' with Ice- 
bergs. Not only are the officers on 
the bridge and the lookout in the 
■'rrovK neat" Impressed with the 
fact that they must excrclpo the 
greatest vigilance when vessels ap- 
proach the Newfoundland Banks. 
Where the danger from ieeberga is 
the greatest at this time of the 
year, hot the temperature of t}ie 
water !s taken frsqnently, and any 
atrlkinK drop indicated by the 
thermometer is osrtain to be ac- 
cepted as a warning against the 
presence of ieeberga In the vicinity. 

Thia. and the lowering of the 
temperature of the air — If one 
ahould happen to pass to the lee- 
ward of an IceberK — are about the 
most reliable of all the danger bIr- 
nals set against this peril. To the 
eye, indeed, an iceberg Is not easily 
peroeptibl* at night, even though 
tin wsatiMr should huppea to be 
elswr UBd tlis mooa, perelmee, 
shiBlBg. Most of the teelMrgs liSTe 
an Intense white and bluiah hue, 
which blends with moonlight in a 
fashion that may confoound the 
most seaaoned and vigilant of ma- 
riasrs. 

la • report Issued by -the Hydro- 
graphic Office in April. 1909, the 
following signs are enumerated as 

Indicating the proximity of ice: 

"Ilcfoie the Ice Is seen from the 
deck the 'Ice blink' will often indi- 
cate Its presence. This is readily 
nnderatood when it ia known that 
It la caused by the reflection of the 
rays of light from the sun or mooa. 
On a clear day over the ice on the 
horizon the sky will be much paler 
or llphtor In color, and is easl'y 
diBtiimuisl'.atili' from that overhead, 
so that a sharp lookout should be 
had and changes in the color of the 
sky noted. 

"On a clear day Icebergs can be 
seen at a great distance owing to 
their brightness, and at night ow- 
ing to thrlr efi'ulKence. During fOR- 
gy wo:itl:or they are seen through 
tile fo« hy thtir apparent black- 
ness, if such a term can be applied. 

"They alao can be detected by 
the echo from the steam whiatle or 
fog horn. This should be remem- 
bered, since by noting the time be- 
tween ^e blast of the whiatle and 



the ri'deitcd sound, tlif dlstan'i- of' 
the object in feet may be approxi- 
mately foaad br 'nalttplyiag with 
550. 

"The preaeace of icebergs la of- 
ten made known by the . nolae of 
their breaking up and falling to 

pieces. Tho rrackinj; of the lee or 
the falling of the pieces Into the sea 
make a noise like breakers or a dis- 
tant discharge of guns, which may 
often be heard at short distance. 

"The abaence of awell or wave 
motion In a fresh Itrsese is a sign 
that there is lee or laad oa the 
weather sId*. 

"The appearance of herds of 
seals or flocks of birds far from 
land Is an indloatloa Ot ffes psoK* 
Imity of ice. 

"The temperature of the air falla 
as Ice la approached, eapecially on 
the leeward aide: but gaaerally 
only at an lacoaslderable diatance 
from It. The fall of the tempera- 
ture of the sen water Is sometimes 
a sign of pioximity of ire. although 
in regions where there is an Inter- 
mixture of cold and warm currents 
eolng on, as at the Junction of the 
Labrador current and the Oulf 
Stream, tlie temperature of the sea 
has beea known to rise aa the Ice 
approached."

for a description of how a wireless 
telegraph works.

Thus, the sun gives out j 
In every direction light in a series | 
of undulating wavea, which may 
not only be measured, but deflect- 
ed, polarised, and so on. Some Idea 
of this may be gained from the 
wi ll known fact that when a stone 
is thio«ii into a sinooili pool of wa- 
ter, a scries of circular waves ex- 
tends in all directions, if any 
floating objects come within thii* 

waves, they are oscillated. - 

It was the lamented Prof. Herts 
who diacovered that electricity, like 
light and heat, also moves In waves 
which may be measured. Just pre- 
cisely how these waves pass 
through tlie aliiKisphere Is not 
wholly understood, hut it is hellev- 
ed that they have some relation to 
the ether of space, which la omni- 
present and which is believed to 
constitute all matter under differ- 
ent negative electrical conditions. 
In wireless telegraphy f series of 
Hertzian waves is set up by power- 
ful elcctricul dviiatnos or batter- 
ies, and these are discharged from 
the top of a high mast or pole.

The La- 
dtea' Society, in behalf of the 
ctaurchea of Iowa, la talliing of 
holding indignation meetinga. TIk- 
commandments are, however, re- 
reived with the greateat enthualaam 
by I lie men's clubs o( the different 
churches. 

' The commandments were pro- 
mulgated by Dr, Simms in connec- 
tion with a series of aermona on 
• Domeatic Troublea," In which he 
(ataloKued and defined the troub- 
Icw wliiili may o\riiakr hii.sbaii<l 
and wife and cause a break of the 
Bfatrimonial bond. At the end of 
a aermon addreaaed primarily lo 
the women of hla congregation. Dr. 
SImma aummed up his advice in the 
following ten paragraphs, which 
liave been dubbed "Ten Command- 
ments for Iowa Church Women;"' 
"1. Thou Flialt have no other 
man but thy husbaii'l, and when 
another would make love to thee, 
remember tbat he is a fool or a 
knave. 

"S. Thou Shalt not forget that 
the same winsome waya that made 

thy buRiiand prefer thee to all oth- 
er women are necessary to hold 
him. Verily, verily, I say unto you,

"8. Tbon Shalt not expect thy 
husband In beginning his Ufa to 
support you on the same plane that 
thy father was able to reach after a 
long life of hard work and rigid 
economy. Therefore thou nhalt not 
fret thyself because thy neighlior's 
houae Is finer than thine own; 
neither ahalt thou burden thy bus* 
band to enable tbee to pose aa a 
merchant's and a milliner's model. 
Thou Hhalt b<' a helpmate and not 
simply a help-eat; for verily, verily, 
1 say untd you thai it is wicked to 
keep thy IniHhand only about two 
8te|ia aliead nf tli" hill colletlor. 

Neither sliult thou wear abbreviat- 
ed garments that make women look 
too abort and men too long. 

"Thou ahalt not place thy aoclal 

circle clue. |)len8urab1e organisa- 
tion, or even the Missionary Socie- 
ty, before thy home, and llion shall 
not conclude that an ideal family 
is a liuaband, a bull pup and a ca- 
nary. 

"Thou ahalt aeek flrat to be a 
good homemaker, houaekeeper and 
cook, and then thou muat add any 
other accomplishments that do not 
Interfere with thy chief business in 
life. T!mhi innst not forget tbat an 
uncooked apple drovo the Itrst hus- 
hanil fiom I'aradise; that a poor 
mess of pottage differentiated a na- 
tion; that n fit of Indlgaatlon lost 
the battle of Lelpsic, and that tea. 
■Ixetf with Improper ingredients, 
cost England the American colo- 
nles and led to the founTIInK of the 
American Republic. .\nil tliou shalf 
not waste $.'> worth of timn hunting 
for a tin dress at «S.7S on bareatn 
day, and compel thy husband to 
lunch downtown on buttermilk and 
ainkers.

Every 
one of those under his charge he 
landed safely on the Carpathla. 

From first to last Lowe's atory 
showed that he played the man. Or- 
di red away in charge of lifeboai 
•No. 14, he packed it id it-; laiiai ily 
on the top deck and, fearing that 
some might attempt to Jump Into 
it while it waa deacending. kept up 
a fualllbde from hia revolver. Once 
afloat, he took charge of a flotilla 
of small craft, which eventually 

\vi re pic ked lip by the rescue Ship 
wiiliuut the loss of a life.
